HOURS OF TALKS TODAY ON THE TRANSFER OF POWER TO BLACK

HAK LEFT VORSTER'S OFFICIAL RESIDENCE AFTER THEIR TALKS 
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TODAY TO MEET WITH U.S. EMBASSY OFFICIALS. 

LATER IN THE DAY HE WAS SCHEDULED TO MEET WITH ALL OF 
SOUTH AFRICA'S TOP BLACK LEADERS WHO HAVE NOT BEEN JAILED 
BY THE WHITE GOVERNMENT. THE MEETINGS, ALSO TO INCLUDE 
SYMPATHETIC WHITES, WERE VIEWED AS A GESTURE AIMED AT 
UNDERLINING U.S. OPPOSITION TO SOUTH AFRICA'S POLICY 
OF RACIAL SEGREGATION. 

THREE COLOREDS - WERE SHOT AND WOUNDED BY WHITES 
GUARDING BUSINESSES IN THE CAPE TOWN AREA TODAY AND ONE

THE TWO MEN HELD FIVE HOURS OF TALKS YESTERDAY BUT THERE 
WAS NO DECISION WHETHER THE SECRETARY OF STATE WOULD MEET 
RHODESIAN PRIME MINISTER IAN SMITH WHO ARRIVES HERE THIS 
MORNING FOR TALKS WITH MR. VORSTER. 

MR.SMITH AND MR. VORSTER ARE SCHEDULED TO ATTEND A RUGBY 
MATCH THIS AFTERNOON. 

THIS AFTERNOON DR. KISSINGER WILL MEET TWO GROUPS OF SOUT 
AFRICANS, ONE COMPOSED OF BLACK AND MIXED RACE LEADERS 
AND THE OTHER OF PROMINENT WHITES AND BLACKS WHO ARE MORE 
OR LESS OPPOSED TO THE APARTHEID RACE POLICY. 

HIGH OFFICIALS MADE IT CLEAR YESTERDAY THAT HAK WAS

ON WHETHER SUCH A MEETING WOULD PRODUCE A MAJOR ADVANCE

U.S. OFFICIALS SAID THE MEETING BETWEEN MR. VORSTER AND 
DR. KISSINGER WAS PRIMARILY DEVOTED TO A REPORT BY MR.

DR. KISSINGER IS INSISTING HE WILL NOT NEGOTIATE WITH

THE OFFICIALS EARLIER TOLD REPORTERS ABOARD THE KISSINGER 
PLANE THEY WOULD BE 'ASTONISHED' IF VORSTER WERE TO 
REPORT THAT SMITH HAD AGREED TO BLACK RULE. 

BUT THEY SAID THE ISSUE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN-RULED TERRITORY OF SOUTH-WEST AFRICA (NAMIBIA) 

AND RECOGNITION OF MILITANT BLACK NATIONALISTS THERE WERE 
'WITHIN NEGOTIATING RANGE.’ 

HAK'S FIRST OFFICIAL VISIT TO SOUTH AFRICA COINCIDED WITH 
A NEW FLAREUP OF BLACK VIOLENCE AGAINST THE COUNTRY'S 
OWN RACIAL SEGREGATION POLICIES. AT LEAST EIGHT BLACKS, 
INCLUDING SIX CHILDREN, WERE SHOT AND KILLED BY POLICE 
DURING RIOTING THAT BEGAN IN PROTEST OF THE SECRETARY'S

SMITH ANNOUNCED FRIDAY HE WAS FLYING TO PRETORIA TO SEE A 
RUGBY MATCH, MEET WITH VORSTER, BUT ADDED, AFTER THESE 
ARRANGEMENTS HAD BEEN MADE IT TRANSPIRED THAT DR. KISSINGE 
WOULD BE IN PRETORIA AT THE SAME TIME.' 

A SENIOR OFFICIAL WITH THE KISSINGER PARTY SAID, HOWEVER, 
THERE WOULD HAVE TO BE A MAJOR SHIFT IN SMITH'S HARDLINE

"THE BLOODY WAR IN LEBANON IS A CLASSIC CASE OF PEOPLE
